The breeding habits of the mosquito | 
are well ascertained and easily assailable, a | 
what I claim is that we may create in Hotfg- 
kong and its immediate neighbourhood condi, | 
tions that will make it impossible for the inséct 
to breed within the City of Vistoria; so that, while 
an occasional mosquito might continue to find its 
“way from the outlying districts, the mosquito 
jmay in this city become fow ‘all practical 
purposes as extinct as the dodo; and, so far as 
infection with malaria within tl.e city itself, is 
concerned, this City of Victoria may become 
as free from malaria as is the city of Rome, 
which, buill as it is in the midst of a region full 
of the most pernicious forms of malaria, is yet 
‘itself quite free from the disease. 

But, sir, this is premature. I have claimed 
the death-sentence before I have made my case 
against the mosquito. Let me tell you,stage 
by stage, the story of how we have arrived at 
our present knowledge of the relation that 
exists between this insect and malaria, than 
which there is none more interesting or prac- 
tically important among all the fairy-like’ tales 
of scientific research. It is a curious circum- 
stance that long before-science heard of the 
subject it was 4 popular belief that mosquito- 
bites caused malaria, among the natives of 
regions so widely apart as the plains of 
Italy, the swamps of East Africa, the 
jungles of Burma, and the backwoods of 
America.\ ‘But the more commonly accepted

Within the past few - 
years, however, our knowledge on this: subject 
has been reyolutionised ; and we now know as @ 
matter of demonstration. conducted under the 
most stringent conditions of scientific investi- 
gation, that a certain genus of mosquito, the 
anopheles, is the principal, and prebably the 
only, carrier of malaria from ona human being 
to another.

Let me remark io passing that while the 
word “ mosquito’ is a diminutive of a Spanish 


‘and Portuguese word mosca a fly, and culex is 


the ordinary Latin word for a mosquito or gnat, 
anopheles is a trausliteration of a Greek adjec- 
tive signifying “harmful” or “ injuricus.” 
Surely he wile named ‘.anopheles”. had the 
vision of a seer! -- 
The malaria parasite was first recognised as 
such in-1+80 by a young French surgeon, still - 
living, named Laveran, at that time stationed 
at Algiers in North Africa. Examin‘ng under 
the microscope the blood of a malaria patient. 
he saw certain organisms within the red blood 
cells, which on further research pr..ved to be 
constantly present in all-sinsila- cases. This is 
The blood consists of a liquid in 
which float enormous numbers of little inde- 
pendent bodies. so minute that a cuba of blood 
125th of an inch across contains over five 


| uillions of them. These cells are of two kinds, _ 
white and red, the red greatly preponderating, ~ 


and it is within these minute 1ed corpuscles 
that the malaria parasite has its babitat, and- 
undergoes its development. It fecds on the 
red colouring matter.of the cell, destroying the 
cell itself‘in the process. Most of the parasites 
as they develop are transformed into little. 
mass+s of Spores, which by the‘rupture-of the 


containing blood cells are set'free.in the blood 


fluid. The/spores at once attach. themselves 


-to, and enter, other blood ;cells, and proceed 


fp undergo a similar evolution: from a tiny 
olourless speck to the pigmented parasite, 
whose pigment is derived from the destroyed 
blood. cell; and later to the mature sporocyst, | 
which in turn breaks up and sets free a fresh 
brood of spores in the blood.. 

The next notable advance was made by Golgi, 
of Pavia in North Italy. Studying.the mild 
spring fevers, he noticed that-all the parasites 
in any particular case are at approximately the 
game stage of development. If one was found 
sporulating, then all would be in a state of - 


maturity. He further observed that the attack = ™ 


of fever is always coincident with the rapture~ 
of a crop of the parasites, being- evidently due 
to the setting free in the blood of some toxin or 
poison when the parasite-containing cells break , 
up. He found that there are marked differences . 
between the parasites that cause the tertian 
and quartan forms of malarial fever, and that 
the cause of the recurrence of the fever, aud the 
fever every other day and every third day 
‘respectively in these two forms of intermittent 


fever,-is that the tertian parasite matures in 


48 hours, while the life-cycle of the quartan ‘ . 


parasite is 72 hours. 

A little later, other Italian observers differen- 
tiated a third species of the parasite as the 
‘cause of tha uiore malignant fevers of tropical: 
climates. was the form originally seon 
by Laveran in Africa, and is the most common 
in Hongkong, though the benign forms are 
also met with/here. In this type the crops of 
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a 
parasites ripen less regularly thac in the 
simple intermittent fevers, and the re-ult is that 
rupture of gsporocysts is taking place all the 
time, poi-on such as I spoke of is being poured 
into the blood continuously, and we get a con- 
tinued fever. or a fever which only occasionally 
-remits to a slight extent, instead of the burst of 
" ague, with the succeeding complete intermission, 
which characteris s the more benign types of 
fever. &o definite are the differences among 
the three main types of the parasite that it is 
possible by microscopic examination of a drop of 
blood from the finger of a fever patient to 
diagnose not merely the fact of malaria, but its 
variety and the probable future course of the 
illness. For some time after this, the method 
of trensnjission of malaria from one human be- 
ling to another remained a mystery. - It was 
jfound that blood containing the parasite of 
| marlaria, if inoculated in a healthy person, not 
- :enly reproduces the disease but produces 
invariably malaria of a type exactly correspond- 
ing with that inoculated. But how nature 
effects this same object remained unknown. 

I mentioned that most of the parasites in the 
blood of a person suffering from malaria form 
sporocysts, and. ly theans of spores. the 
existence of the parasite within the infected 
person is maintained ; but this is not true of all 
the parasites, 
maturity not going’ on to sporulation. These 

. exceptional parasites, which in the malignant 
type of malaria are crescentic in form, 
when observed under the microscope under 

' guitable conditions, were found to throw off 
little rapidly moving whip like processes, which 
become detached and float’ free in the blood 
finid. In 1894, Dr. Patrick Manson suggested 
that as these cells only develop their fi gella 
some time after the blood has been drawn from 
the body, and never possess them at the time 

* of leaving the human body, this would probably 
prove to be part of an extra-corporeal cycle of 
the parasite, and that these cells would be 

- found to have something to do with the trans- 
mission of the disease from one person to 
another. - He further suggested that as the 
‘parasite lives only within the blood corpuscles, 
‘and appears in none of the discharges, it must 
be carried by some blood-sucking insect, which 
from its habits: and the correspondence cf its 
distribution with that of malaria he believed 
would prove to be the mosquito. The possibility 
of something of this nature being the truth 
had before been suspected, but it was Manson 
who definitely publicly propounded the theory. 
Major Ronald Ross of the Indian Medical 
Service set to work to test Manson’s theory. 
His method was to allow mosquitoes, which 

. had been bred from the larval stage in his 
laboratory to secure that they should ba free 
from avy infection otherwise, to bite persons 


_. suffering from malaria, and then after vary- 


- ing intervals to search in the bodies of the 
insects thus fed-with iufected blood for evidence 
of the presence or development of the parasite. 
For two long years he failedto find any trace 
of it, Yet ho persisted, and it is {his persist- 
ence in the pursuit of the theory that had laid 
hold on him, in face of such utter failure, that 
constitutes one most admirable feature df Ross’s 
work. At length, in August 1897, he tried, a 
hitherto unused species of mosquito, belonging 
to the now well-known genus anopheles, and 
found that, a day or two after they had been fed 
with malarial blood, orgapisms gimilur to those 
of malaria were to be found encysted between 
the layers of the stomach walls in the infected 
insects, He had solved the problem of the 
transmission of malaria; although wuch detail 
gtill needed to be filled in. Justat this crucial 
moment Ross’s research was interrupted by an 
outbreak of plague, and when he was able to 

_ yesume it early in 1898 it was not the fever

In these circumstances he turned his attention 
to the life-history of a parasite ‘similar to the 
melaria 
birds, He found that culex mosquitoes, which

Briefly, Ross’s results were as follows :—He fed 
mosquitoes on sparrows infected with the pro-

Theré a remarkable evolution took place, with 
large increase it size of the encvsted parasite, 
resulling afer week or so in the production 
Within each patasite of an enormous numb r 
of minute rod-like bodies, which were event- 
ually set free-in the body cavity of the mos- 
quito by the rupture of the cyst coutaining 
them. These germinal rods were carried every- 
where through. the body: by what corresponds 
-to the blood-circalation in the mosquito, but 
tended to- accumulate especially in the salivary 
or puison glands, the glands that secrate the

from these ‘glands to the proboscis or mouth 
of the insect. Finally, Ress caused mosquitoes 
thus iptooted «texte period necessary for the 
evolution of the parasite just described had 
elapsed, to bite healthy sparrows, whose blood 
he had ascertained to be free from proteosama, 
and succeeded in by this means infecting them 
with that parasite. /This-is now spoken of as 
the cycle of Rovs. What Ross thus proved 
for sparrow malaria, viz. that certain. culex 
mosquitoes ‘may carry the disease from one 
bird to another, was eagerly followed up by 
Ttalian scientis!s, among whom Grassi'’s name 
ranks bigh, and very soon similar facts were 
worked out in yet fuller detail, proving a pre- 
cisely sinjilar relation between the anopheles 
mosquito and human malaria. Let me state it - 
briefly: anopheles mosquitoes are not naturally 
infective. But if they ingest human blood con- 
taining malaria parasites, then at the end of a 
week or so, the period required for the evolu- 
tion of fhe: germimal rods, called sporozoites, 
they become infective to any human being on 
whom they may feed, injecting the germs 
with the juice which they always inject be- 
fore they begin to suck blood. A man so infec- 
ted by the bite of an infected anopheles will, 
after an incubation period of a little over a 
fortnight, during which the parasite is multiply- 
ing itself’ within his blood cells, develop 
malaria. A single infective bite is probably 
sufficient to convey the disease. 

Meanwhile, at the cther side of the globe, a 
young American patholgoist, named MacCallum, 
was studying at Baltimore another cognate 
parasite, named halteridium, which he found in 
the blood of crows, and which I find exists in 
pigeons in Hongkong, and_he discoyered in 
1897 the actual destination; of the free-swim- 
ming whip-like processes which I mentionéd as 
being given off by the flagellating form of the 
parasite. While watching certain parasites 
under the microscope he noticed that some of 
them gave off flagella as I have described, 
others, however,*.somewhat more granular in 
appearance, remaining quite passive. Hesaw a. 
free flagellum approach one of the quiescent 
parasites, enter it, and ‘become fused with 
its substance. And then a remarkable change 
occurred. The hitherto entirely passive little 
animal became exceedingly active in its move- 
ments, and gradually became elongated and 
wormlike in its .appearance. MacCallum 
‘recognised that what he had seen was a true 
sexual process in a very lowly form of animal 
life. Koch observed this fertilised form, 
wormlike in shape, in a_ mosquito’s stomach 
soon after feeding a culex on a sparrow infected ° 
with protdosoma. Finally, Grassi traced 
the whole process, step by step, in the case of 
human malaria, bringing together, and apply- 
ing to the human parasite what had beea worked 
out, bit by bit, as I have shown, by” many 
‘workers, of various nationalities, in widely 
separated parts of the world. ‘At no single 
point is the evidence incomplete. 

Briefly epitomised, the mosquito malaria | 
theory is as follows :—The parasites of malaria, | 
like many other parasitic organisms, have two 
cycles éf dévelopment. One is asexual, by spore 
formation, providing for the propagation of the 
parasite within the human host. The other 
cycle is sexual, fertilisation taking place in thd 
stomach of! the mosquito, when infected blood 
has been ingested, and development taking place 
in the walls of the stomach. The germs pro- 
duced collect in great«numbers in the salivary 
glands of the insect, and are injected with the\ 
poison when it bites a human being. And, : 
finally, healthy persons thus bitten by infected 
avopheles themselves contract the disesse a 
fortnight or three weeks later. 
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Let me invite your attention.to this diagram 
kindly placed at my disposal by Dr. Hunter 
fron among those he uses for class purposes 
in the College of Medicine for Chinese 5 
but IE beg of you do not read his nomenclature.

Tropical School. ‘In each case fever developed 
exactly eighteen days after they were bitten by 
the infected mosquitoes, and the parasite of 
benign tertian malaria was found in their blood 
by competent jndependeat observers. . On

_. It follows then that malaria would entirely 

\and finally disappear if any one of three 

“ measures could be efficiently carried into effect : 
—l. If the blood of all malarious persons could 
be disinfected, say by quinine, 2. If all healthy 

« mosquitpes could be prevented from biting 
-infected persons; or if infected mosquitoes could 

‘be prevented from biting healthy persons. 3. If 
all anopheles mosquitoes could be destroyed. 

Unfortunately no one of the thrée is capable 
of sufficiently universal application; and it 

‘ yemains in any given locality to apply the 
general principles stated as may seem most 
likely to reduce malaria to a minimum, or cause 
its entire disappearance, in that locality. 

_Now as regards Hongkong. The® first is 
manifestly impossible among a population 
whose constithents are changing bv the thous- 
and every day through the Canton and other 
local steamers; the second is equally out of the 
question as a public measore, though much may 
may be done in the way of personal prophylaxis 
by the careful use of mosquito-netting, and, in 
speciat circumstances, the use of wire gauze 
protection of doors, windows, and verandahs; 
but the third measure is, [I claim, entirely 
possible and thoroughly pacticable, could 

_safficient public opinion demanding it be aroused 
to allow of efficient legislation on the subject. 
t every nullah in and near the city be given 

a perfectly smooth floor by careful training ; 
let the Sanitary Board be given authority to 
treat every collection of stagnant water, whethor 
it be an vozing from the hillside or a rain-collec- 
tion in an old flowerpat, as a nuisance, to be dealt 
with as other nuisances are dealt with; let a 
sufficient ‘staff be provided to carry into effect 
the new bye-laws; let it be tHus rendered im- 
possible for mosquitoes to find breeding-places 
within the precincts of the city; and anopheles 
and culex alike would disappear from this city 
of Victoria. 

, Let me briefly show reason for my plea that 

.- culex as well as anopheles should be exter- 


minated. There is among the Chinese of this. 


neighbourhood a disease, or rather a group of 
diseases, the most striking of which is elephan- 
tiasis, wh-re alimb or other part of the body 
becomes hugély hypertrophied, and life becomes 
a burden from the sheer weight of the part 
affected. These diseases are due to the presence 
in lymph vessels of a parasitic worm, the young 
Of which appear in the blood stream asthe minute 
blood worm, one of whose names is the Filaria 
_ sdnguinis hominis, the thread-worm of the 
human blood. Naw this blood-worm is trans- 
mitted from one’ human being to another by a 
culex mosquito, Culex Fatigans, one of the 
brown forms of mosquito so common in the 
early evening in this Colony. The details differ 
somewhat, but practically transmis¢ion takes 
place just as malaria ia traframitted by ano- 
pheles. Again, yellow fever has now been 
traced equally: definitely to a Culex Fusciatus 
as the transmitting agent. It is simply a 
variety of the black-and-white striped “tiger” 
mosquito that gives us so much trouble in the 
day time, Culex Scutellaris. Theobald, the 
entomologist at the British Museum, has 
recently broken up the old culex genus, and he 
includes these two insects in a new small genus, 
Stegomyta, describing them as the Stegomyia 
Fasciata and the Stegomyia scuttellaria. I find 
that the. habits of Scutellaris here exactly cor- 
respond with ‘those of S. Fusciata in the regions 


where yellow: fever prevails; and what I want 


-so point out, is, that if yellow fever 
should visit Hongkong, we have a mosquito 
swarming in tha’ Colony which can cause it to 
become epidemic. We are apt to think of 
_yellow fever as the scourge of the far-away 


est Indies and Central America, and. not 


to be reckoned with here. Let me 


read fo you a paragraph that appeared in 


our local papers so recently as December 4th 
(Daily Press):—“A new shipping line in 


-_ Hongkong. China Commercial 8.8. Co., Ld. 


‘We are informed that the ‘China Commercial 
8.8. Co., which was incorporated in Hongkoug 
on ist November, will indugurate a service 
between this pért and Mexico at the teginning 
of March next: The Company's steamers will 
carry both freight and passengers, ajd @ 
monthly service will be maintained between 
Hongkong and the Mexican ports.” 


L hold, sir, no brief to advertise this Company. 
I have directed attention to the paragraph I 
have read ih order that I may point ont to this 
representative meeting that from the first: of 
next March Hongkong will be in direct, com-. 
munication with one of the great endemic cen- 
tres of yellow fever, and we may any day there- 
after have yellow fever landed on our shores. 
And, as I have said, we have the appropriate 
culex, Séegomyai, ready to carry it from man 
to man, a mosquito which from its day-feeding 
habits is more difficult to reckon with than 
anopheles. ' Now let me show the cunverse of 
all this. Yellow'fever has been endemic in 
Havana continnously thoughout its history. Yel- 
low fever has been to it always what bubonic 
plague has 'been to Hongkong in recent years, 
though not'so fatal. There were during 1900, 
1,244 cases: of yellow fever, with 310 deaths. 
In February of last year the authorities of 
Havana resolved: to acton the mosquito theory 
of its origin, and to take measures to abolish it. 
{Extract from the Medical Review of October, 
1902.3 ‘An ordinance was issued requiring 
all people within city limits to keep receptacles 
containing! water mosquito-proof, The cily 
was divided into districts. An inspector was 
appointed for each, under whose directions oil 
was poured! into all puddles, cess-pools, etc. and 
after aa notice had been given‘all recept- 
acles in which larvae were found were destroyed. 
All persons having larvee- on their premises were 
fined. To prevent the Sfegomyai from biting 
infected persons, the hospitals and bouses iu 
which there were cases of yellow fever was 
thoroughly screened. ‘To kill the infect:d 
mosquitoes the infected building was dusted from 
top to bottom with pyrethrum powder. ; 
The mosquitoes were carefully swept up and 
destroyed.. Ihe houses contiguous to the 
infected house were treated in the same way lest 
infected mosquitoes had escaped to them. The 
reporting - of yellow fever was made com- 
pulsory.” - What was the result of all this? 
The destruction of ‘mosquitoes was begun on 
27th Febraary. In March there were only 2 
cases. N6 other case occurred until 20th April. 
This condition had never been: approximated 
before in Hawana. The total of cases after that 
was :—April 2,,May +, June 9, July 4. August 
6, September 1, and in October, November and 
December, 101, and January of the present 
year not & single case occurred. What was done 
in Havana a yeur ago can be done in Hong- 
kong, in wiew of malaria and the filari:] diseases 
present with us, and to anticipate yellow fever. 
Meanwhile, until the law-shall step in, as’ step 
in it willone day, to compel the abolition of 
stagnant ‘water, let me urge for reasons of 
personal interest the systematic inspection of 
premises for the presence of “wrigglers” in 


-water. It is undoubted that mosquitoes that 


infest any house haye been bred on the spot, in 
such receptacles as old flowerpots, broken dishes, 
empty water-tanks, fire-buckets, the plates 
under flojverstands, under the ice-chest to catch 
the drippings, under the feet of furniture to }, 
prevent tlie approach of ants, and such like. 
An inspection once a week is sufficient to 
effectually stop the breeding of mosquitoes in 
any locality. : 

Before we turn to the practical demonstration 
I would like to refer to the connection of 
malaria with earth-cutting. Explanations of a 
far-fetched character, into which I shall not 
énter, have been offered; but so far as Hong- 
kong is concerned the following is the probable 
explanation of what until recently was very 
mysterious. Let us consider the case of a new 
building being erected at the Peak, in a part of 
the Peak. where in ordinary times malaria is 
unknown. This absence of fever is not entirely 
due to the absence of the anopheles mosquitoes, 
for they breed in the ravines at the Peak as 
wall as elsewhere. But in ordinary circum- 
stances the locality is peopled by Europeans, or 
Chinese. who have been long associated with 
Europeans, and who, when they have previausly 
suffered from malaria, have had their blood 
cleared of the parasite by the use of quinine. 


The’ conditions, in fact, are pretty much what ! 


they are in many par:s of England, where , 
anopheles are present. and, formerly worked : 
havoc among the population. James I. of ; 
England and Oliver Cromwell. the t rotector, 
both died of malatial fever. But in England 
‘drainage has reduced the number of mosquitoes, | 
and the malarious part of the population has

been. saturated with quinine, until as the years 


have passed fewer and fewer anopheles have 
been infected, most of those- that exist ara 
harmless, and malaria is nearly’ extinct. But 
the building of a bonse in such a Peak dis- 


trict as I have supposed introduces an entirely - 


new factor. The first public indication: of the. 


new scheme is the erection of a big matshed, 2 


and the importation of a crowd of Chinese 
coolies, who spend the night as well as the day 


-in the hitherto non-malarious district. .I have 


not-had occasion to mention that the crescentic 
mosquito-infecting form of the parasite malaria 
is extremely resistant, and persists in the blood 
of a person who has suffered from n alaria for. 
long periods after all trace of the fever, has 
disappeared. There are thonsands of people 
walking the streets of Hongkong to-day show- 


‘ing-no symptoms ef malaria, yet infective to 


mosquitoes theeage the crescerits in their blood. 
In any crowd of coolies, therefore, it is almost 
a foregone conclusion that some of them ake 
malaria-infected. Our hitherto harmless Pea 

anopheles feed on them, ingest the parasite, 
and become themselves infective. So it comes 
about thata few weeks after the commencement 
of earth-cutting for the new building cases of 
fever begin to show themselves in the houses 
in :the neighbourhood, especially among the 
children who are more suceptible to marlaria, 
and such cises continue to occur thronghout 
the| operations,.and for a short time after. 
Then the gang of coolies disappear from the 


locality, the residents quininise themselves — 


and their servants who may have suffered, 
and the infected mosquitoes die ont, and con- 
ditions returo to their normal. The earth- 
cutting is over: the fever is gone. The 
earth-cutting, sir, had nothing to do with 
the fever : it was a mere accident of the sitnation. 
The recent severe epidemic of malaria in the 
region surrounding MacDonnell Road I at- 
Anopheles 
were breeding in these ravines in the past in 
swarms, as they still are whore measures against 


| them are not being adopted; but the exteasive 


building operations above MacDonnell Road, 
with the crowds of Chinese coolies introduced, 
have made them now infected mosquitoes. 
building operations must go on ;' the crowds of 
codlies are essential ; the remedy is, destroy the 
mosquitoes—and this can be done. I have 


urged’ that in addition to the ravines and the 


waterpools throughout the district being dealt 
witt, there should be a general fumigation of 
allj basements, boéxrooms, servants’ quarters, 
&a, in this locality with chlorite gas in course 
of. the winter, for the destruction of -adult 
ingecis, which tend to hibernate in such places. 
It|is a mistake to suppose the mosquito the 
creature of a day. It lives for months, and 
there isa modified hibernation, fertilised females 
living in a quiescent state throughout the 
winter, ready to lay their eggs in the aarly 
spring. i 

And now let me invite your attention ta 
the practical demonstration I have proposed. 
Under the microscopes you will find specimens 
‘ofthe parasites of malaria, of haltercdium in 
the blood of a pigeon, of the blood-worm, Filaria 
sanguinis hominis, and of the important 
distinguishing features of the two great mos- 
quito groups. Dr. Hunterand Dr. Pearse have 
kindly promised-to stand by the microscope 
table for reference if anything should not be 
clear. A touch ora shake is sufficient to put a 
high-power microscope out of focus. And I 
shall be glad if anyone who fails to see what is 
said to b2 seeable will at once direct attention

3.7 
per cent. were anopheles of 3 species, and 
30,221, te. 96.3 per cént., were culex of 12 
species. Of the three species of anopheles, 
Anopheles Sinensis is a widely dis‘ributed form. 
It breeds on the low levels and among the rice 
fialds, The other two, Anopheles AMaculdtus 
and -.Anopheles Afinemus, were named and 
described from specimens which I ' sent 
to the British Mnseum through -Dr. “Rees 
of the London Tropical School. They have 
‘not thus far been found elsewheré than in 
Hongkong.

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CHINA’S TRADE IN 1901.

Daily Press, 18th December.) 
By the last mail from England we received ! 
a-copy of a report Ly Mr. J. W. Jamieson, . 
British Commercial Attaché for China, ou | 
the foreign trade of China in 1901. The: 
pamphlet is of an elaborate nature and 
extends to 54 pages of the ordinary size of | 
our diplomatic and consular reports. It, 
contains nol only figures but also clear- i 
headed deductions from them, anda careful | 
reading will certainly repay the expenditure | 
of time. For purposes of comparison with 
1901, @ year in which trade in some parts | 
of China had to be carried on under the ; 
abnormal conditions arising out of the 
troubles of 1900, Mr. Jastesown selects the 
year 1896, in which commerce recovered 
from the shock dealt it by the war with 
Japan. In the interval the total foreign 
trade of China increased by nearly 
£9,000,000. Imports, for which more silver 
had to be paid, owing to a fall of over eleven 
per cent. in the value of the metal, showed 
an increase of more than £5,500,000, while 
exports increased by £3,313,000. The 
figures for British trade with China were in 


1896 £39,103,800 and in 1901 £41,963,620 


—an increase of £2,859,820. Theazgregate 
of British trade, which in 1896 formed 56.6 
per cent. of the whole, was in 1901 only 
51.02 per cent., direct imports from the 
United Kingdom falling 15.9 per cent. 
Hongkong in imports to China advanced 
from £15,226,000 in 1896 to £17,798,250 
in 1901 ; and in exports from £9,008,500 in 
1896 to £10,664,250 in 1901. India also 
manifested an improvement both in imports 
and export, whereas other British dominions 
shared in the twofold falling-off of the 
United Kingdom. Of the thirty-nine 
millions and a half of merchandise imported 
into China in 1901, 14 millions represented 
the value of cotton goods, over 4] that of 
opium, 25 kerosene oil, nearly 2 sugar, over 
1} metals, and over half-a-million woollen 
goods. Cotton goods have neither advanced 
nor declined during the past decade, the 
falling off in one class being made gvod 
by an increased import of another. American 
drills and jeans have inereased, according 
to Mr. Jamixrson’s figures, while there has 
been a marked decrease in Judian ‘T-cloths, 
and Japanese ‘T-cluths, American and 
Japanese cotton flannel, and Japauese 


yarn have increased to a lurge  ex- 
tent. Nor is there much chanze in the 
opiumtrade. In spite of the steady increase 


in the cultivation of native opium, tlie 
Indian drug continues to huld its place, and 
the import in 1901 was almost exactly the 
sime as ,in 1897. The importation of 
morphia nearly doubled in the last six 
years, and its use has spread rapidly 
throughout Southern and Central China. 
Pills are the common form io which the 
morphia is taken, but subcutaneous injection 
also exists. While the main staples of the 
import trade, except kerosene aud sugar, 
have toa great extent remained stativuary, 
certain articles included under the head of 
Chife amongst

cigarettes, aniline dyes, perfumery, paints, 
and umbrellas. Mr. JAMIESON sces a 
gradual change iu native taste and a ten- 
dency to absorb, more and niore, articles of | 
Western luxury. The growth of cigarette- | 
smoking, superseding the Chinese water , 
pipe as well as the Indian hookah, is a_ 
notable instance. 

Turning to tle export trade of China iu 
1901, the total estimated value was over 
£25;000,000, silk accounting for £8,920,434 
and tea for £2,738,355. The figures, Mr. 
JaMIEson points out, show that the low |

found their way there, and that a rise in 
exchange would cause them to disappear 
altovether. Mr. JaMreson, like so many 
others, points out the damage done to 
China's export trade by the suicidal policy 
of the native seller in adulterating kis .

tion of the trans-frontier commerce with | 
Russia aud a nezligible quantity of com- 
inodities exchanged across the Burma | 
border, China's supplies of foreign mer- | 
chandise are drawn in the. first instance | 
from Rangoon, Hongkong, and Shanghai. ; 
A table of the percentage of foreigu imports 
distributed by Hongkong and Shanghai 
shows 29 per cent. from Hongkong and 71 
from Shanghai. Into the discussion on the 
lekin and tratisit-pass questions we cannot, 
unfortunately, from want of space follow 
the report.

THE HOUSING OF THE WORKING 
CLASSES.

The Timex has been publishing recently a 
long service of articles upon “ Municipal 
Sucialisin,” which, whether we agree with 
the writer’s views or not, must be admitted 
to he very interesting reading.

The author of course treats the question as 
it is in London, where the issue has been

housing of the working classes, the London 
County Council has found itself with a 
quantity of building land in its p.ssession 
which no one was inclined to take over on 
the terms offered ; and to meet the difficulty 
has had to build ou its own account and of 
course according to its improved ideas, 
Finding an increased reluctance on the part 
of private euterprise to co-operate with it in 
provision of workmen's dwellings, the 
Council went in still more strongly for 
municipal house-building. Then,assays the 
writer whom we have been quoting, the 
more dwellings the London County Council 
erected the greater became the check given 
to the further supply of privately-owned 
property ; and the more that Works Depart- 
ment rates of pay and “go easy" practices 
became tlie standard in the building trades 


in general. 

It is evident that the author of the 
articles in the Times does net look with a 
sympathetic eye on on the experiments in 
municipal socialism of the London County 
Council, and his arguments against it on 
the ground of cost (which are unfortunately 
too long to reproduce here), make out a 
strong case ngiinst the Council’s pulicy. 
His own theory of the p oper scope for

Here as 
in London there is the necessity of finding 
sufficient house-room for an ever growing 
population—a necessity which will become 
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still more urgent here if the diplacement of 
a very great number of Chinese takes place

Hon. Mr. Puayrare remarked that be differ- 
ed. He had asked the question be‘ore in the 
Council and at the time pointed out that section 
6 of Ordinance 17 of 1888 cnly permits the 
Magistrate to enqnire into the cause of de.th 
and does not comp2l him to do xo. 

H.E. THE GOVERNOR said ther. were certain 
cases in which the Magistrate need not enquire 
into the canse of death, if he was satisfied that 
it was clearly accidental, Suppose a man 
walking along the Praya was seen to fall into 
the water and was drowned it was quite possible 
the Magistrate wonld not consider it necessary 
to hold an onqniry. 

Hon. Mr. Peayratr thought the addition he 
proposed would he a gocd thing, because there 
had been a great many fatal collapses of houses 
and no enquiry was held until he asked the 
question in that Chamber. 

The CoLtontaL SECRETAKY pciuted out that 


{he enquiries could not be instituled until the | 


Magistrate had a rctura supplied and was able 
to ascertain which he vould enquire into. 
There were some collipses that were due to tho 
typhoon itself. ‘I'he collapse of the matshed at 
the Naval Hospital when a man was killed was 
caused by the force of the wind. There was 
another collapse at Charterh -use, where a couple 
of coolies were killed, which was due to the 
weather and to nothiug else ‘The Magistrate 
very rightly did not hold enquiries in those 
cases, and he submitted that the Magistrate 
had already enquired, or was about to enquire, 
into every case in which there was any susnicion 
at all that the death was due to culpability. 
What the hon. member was briogiug forward 
now scemed to impute to the!Magistrate a 
dasite to shirk h’s work. He did not think any 
Magistrate had that desire. 

Hon. Mr. PLAYFAIR said he was not aiming 
at individuals but wanting to bring forward a 
general thing. - 

The COLONIAL S&cRET RY went on to say 
that it was the duty of the Magistrate te enquire 
info any case in which there was reason to 
suspect that the death was due to ueglect or 
fault of somebody. If they forced the Magis- 
trate to enquire iuto every case in w.ich life 
was lost in this Colony he would ba sitting 
doing nothing else. 

H. E. THE GOVERNOR added that the Magis- 
tr tes did very important.work and it would 
interfere with that work if the Council 
passed an . Ordinance requiring them at 
once to enquire into these collapses and to 


defer other important work going on b fore ; 


them day by day which cou'd not be deferred 
without great public inconvenience, whereas 
frequently important enqu'ries could be more 
satisfactorily cacried out after thera had beeu 
{ime to get the necessary reports and material 
for an euquiry. 

On the proposed amendment-baing put to the 
mecting, il was defeated by a m:jority. 

H.E. tHe GOVERNOR --Would you like to 
divide, Mr. Playfair ? 

Hon. Mr. PLAyFaAin—There is no use, sir, 
It is an official majority. 

Tho clause was approved. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved tha the 
whole of Part V of the original Bill be strnck 
out. At tho time that part of the Ordinance 
was prepared and printed it was intended to 
repeal the Crown Lands Resumption Ordinance 
of 1900 tnd incorporate its clauses in this 
Ordinance. On further consideration he had 
cone to the conclusion that that was unnecessary 
and really an unwise step to take. ‘The result 
had been thit the arbitration clanses wou'd all 
be struck cut and in substitution he propcsed 
certain other claus-s. 

Thess clauses, numbared 249 to 252, wera 
read. aud wers left over for farther consideration 
on the surgestion af Hon. Mr. Stagp, who 
also raised the poiat of costs in arbitratiou 
cases aod undarteok to frame a clause embudy- 
ing his views and lay it befure the Council. 

Hon. Mr. SHarp moved is addendum to 
section 274 that sections 262, 22 |, 221, 2¥3, and 
224 do not apply to the villages and rural dis- 
tricts in Hongkong and Kowloon until tho 
Governor shall notify in the Gazetle or other- 
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wise direct. These sections, it seemed to him, 
were clearly applicable only to the towns, and 
it was bad legislation to apply them to-the- 
villages and rural districts, He ‘antendd 
further that it led to all sorts of malpractioes 
( and fraud. An ignorant, innocent rustic built 
| his little shanty, costing perhips not a hundred 
: dollars. According to the provisions of this 
i Ordinance hy was required to omploy an 
‘ authorised architect and submit block and drain- 
age plans. He was further not permitted to 
‘occapy that honse uniil it should: have been 
: passed by the Sanitary Board. Hoa. members 
"all knew or had pretty strong suspicions of the 
| blackmailing and squeezing that wdut on, and 
| they could ersily imagine these villdgers being 


to the tricks of the business, who kdew the law 
and went to them and said—‘* You are con- 
travening the 1.w and noless you square me I 
will see that yon are paid out.” The Colonial - 
Secretary and the D.rector of Public Works 
had defended the application cf these sections to 


| wa.ted upon by some astute native very well up 


that did not make it right. With them chinery 
at its disposal it would be utterly impossble 
for the Government to sev that the: provisions 
of these clauses were carried out. 

‘the Director oF PuBLic Works id it 
Was an ex‘remoly rare thing to hive building 
going on in any of th: villages excapt Aberdeen 
aod Shaukiwan, which were gradually growing 
into small towns. In the other villages the ten- 
dency was to decay instead of increase. In Kow- 
loon, Mongkoktsui, Taikoktsni, Kowloon City 
and these places were rapidly growing irto fair 
sized towns, and he thought it would bs a 
grave mistake if they exempted these places 
from the provisions of this Ordinance. It 
simply meant that they would develop into 
hotbeds of insanitation. 

Hon. Mr. Sitarp said it would always be 
pcssible for the Governor in Council to make 
the provisions apply. 

The M privat Orricer or HEALTH wa: of 
the opinion that if these places were exempted 
nd the houses built without suparvision a very 
bad class of huuses would be the result. 

The CoLonran Secreraty thonght that the 
f-ars of the hon. membar that the p or rustics 
in these di tricts would be subjected to any 
lard-bhip were unfouoded. He had had a good 
deal of experienc: of what was known ag squeez- 
ing, and he had never known the Building 
Ordiuance to be used for the purpose uf squeeze 
iu the way indicated by the hon. member. No 
complaints had ever arisen from any of the 
villagers that they had been harrassed by the 
Building Ordinance, and this Ordin:nca had 
really been in force since 1839. It was con- 
: venient that il should apply to the whole Colony 
because they never knew when there would be a 
development in some village, and it was neces- 
sary that a certain class of new buildings should 
be built under supervision. 

Hon. Mr. SHARP submitted that the Govein- 
ment had not got the necessary staff to insure 
the carrying out of the provisions of the 
Ordinance. : 

The ATTORNEY-GENPRAL said that was a 
matter for the Government to cousider in its 
administration, If it became necessary the 
proper provisious would be made. 

Hon. Mr. SHARP added that when he raised the 

point on the clauses being discussed he had been 
told that no prosecutions weuld be made under 
these clauses in the cases he had referred to. 
But that was up answer ut all. Why make an 
Ordinance if you are not gcing to enforce it ? 
It was not good legislation. Upon the passing 
of this Ordinance, plans would have to be shown 
of every louse. ‘ 
; The Meptca. OrFicer oF HEMLti said that 
plans wero sent in now and the Savilary Board 
had inspectors at Shankiwav, Aberdeen and 
Kowlcon City. ; 

Hon. Mr. Suarp remarked that it was a 
imatler of principle he was contending for— 
azains onforcing these country pople coming 
in here and getting an authorised architect .to 
draw up plans at acest of thirty or forty dollars. 

H.E. THe GoVERNGR mentioned that though 
there might be no new houses in sme of thosedis- 
tricta at the present moment very substantial 
houses might be built there at any time, and it 
was necessary that these should be built and 
supervised from 4 sanitary poiut of view. 

Tho ATTORNEY-GENze AL asked if Hon. Mr. 
Sharp's purpose would be served if they made 
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the villages and rural districts so far as the 
provisions related to authorised architects ? . 

The Harsour Master suggested that the 
matter might ba regulated sccording to the 
rateable v Jue. 

H.E. the G vernor said that_was no doubt 
the crux of Hon. Mr. Sharp's contention. 

The Director or PuBLic Works explained

he knew one lot of houses that was condemned 
by the Sanitary Board soon after it was built. 
To give the Building Authority « free band to 
dispense with the requirements of the Ordinance 
was not safe. 

The Drrector oF Pusiic Works said that 
the only axemption to bo granted would be the 
employment of an authorised architect. 

The CotonraL Secretaky agreed that that

The foHowing amendment was ultimately 
drafted by the Attorney-General, accepted by

SERIOUS FIGHT IN WAYANG 
STREET, SINGAPORE. 
-_ +e +> ---- 

The Straits Times of the 5th inst. writes :— 

At half-past ten o'clock {his morning a serious 
fight occurred ia Wayang Street, close by |the 
Chinese Protectorate. The result of the affair 
was that two Chinese ccolies were shot dead by 
the police, and a large number were wounded in 
various ways; in addition to whioh, Mr. Evans, 
Protector of Chinese, got a severe cut over the 
eye, Mr. Bailey had his upper lip cut open and 
his nose damaged, the Chief Police Officer, Mr. 
Grove, was cut on the chin, and several police- 
men were a bit knocked about. : i 

The following explains clearly how the affair 
started. ‘Chis morning, Mr. Bailey, Mr. Evans’ 
assistant at the Chine-e Protectorate, reported 
to Mr. Evans that, the previous evening, a Case 
of insubordination had occurred at a coolie 
emigrant depot—Kwong Nam Lung—No| 29 
and 30, Wayang Street, which is within a 
stone’s throw of the Protectorate. Mr. Evans 
thereupon sent round to the coolie house, asking 
that the men concerned should come ro id to 
the Protectorate and expl:in what they had to 
complain of. Mr, Evans's. messenger 8 id| the 
coolies refused to come; upon which (Mr. 
Evang went round to the house with itwo 
assistants, Messrs. Fernasdes and Logan. 
They went up to the top floor where the malron- 


tents, about 30 in nauber, were. Mr. Hyans-< 


and his ngsistants, after some argument, were 
at once set upon by the coolies who had armed 
themselves with iron bars from the windows, 
and with clamps of wood from the balastrade 
of the staircase, and bricks. Tho staircase is 
covered by a w.oden trap, after the style of the 
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' off duty, armed themselves and went off to 
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ordinary bathroom. Mr. Evans and the two 
assistants wera imprisoned nor would the coolies 
allow them to go down. The coolies were 
headed by a big dark coolie—nameld Eng L e— 
who, w6 understand, is a low kek, that is to say 
he has lived in Singapore for som> considerable 
time. A messenger took the news of the serious 
position of the Protectorate officials to Mr. 
Bailey at the Protectorate, nud the latter went 
round to Mr. Evans's assistance. As soon as 
he got his head above the level of the floor of 
the room he was attacked aud sustained a cut 
lip and injury to the nose. Though he did his 
utmost to get throngh the coolies to Mr. Evars, 
he was obliged to go down the stairs, though 
he would not leave the house. 2 
News of this state of affairs was telephoned 
to Mr. Grove, Chief Police Officer, who at 
the moment happened to be in his office, 
taking the reports of European officers who had 
come in from outstations. Mr. Grove and the 
other Europeans, together with a few policemen 
who were at the Police Court, and some Sikh 
and native constables who were in the station, 


Wayang Street immediately. Thers were 
hundreds of Chinese and natives aronnd the 
house. Headed by Mr. Grove, the polico ran | 
up the stairs, and when Mr. Grove got to | 
the level of the room in which Mr. Evans was 
Imprisoned, the coolies immediately went for 
him, aiming blows at his head and cutting him 
on the chin. Mr. Evans shouted out that it 
was not safeto come up and that the coolies would 
not let him (Mr. Evans) come down. 

Just about this time the trap door was shut 
down, with the police «n the stairs beneath. At | 
this critical moment, Mr. Grove sent over to the 
Police Court for the Chief Magistrate, Mr. E. 
L. Brockman, who soon arrived accom panicd 
by an. interpreter. Through the interpreter 
Mr. Brockman three times warned the coolies 
above thst unless Mr. Evang and his men were 
released the police would fire. ‘This warning 
was given through a broken board of the trap- 
door, throagh which the ringleader and several 
other coolies could be seen and heard gesticu- 
lating and shouting defiance. The only reply 
of the ringleader to the warnings was a laugh 
and “come du, fire as much as yon like,” or 
something to that ¢ffect. The ringleader, 


- p-dinted to his chest aud asked to be shut there, 


and another man made a sign of throat-cutting. 
Thereupon, Mr. Grove ordered Acting Inspector 
Conzor to fire one shot at the meu. at 
the top of the stairs, and Cénnor at once 
levelled his Snider and landed a charge of buck 
shot in the ringleader’s right side, dropping 
him dead at once. As this had no effect, Mr. 
Grove ordered Det. Insp. Brennan and Serg:. 
Dunn to fire, and another man got a dose of 
buck shot in the back, low down. Still the 
remains of the trap door were k-pt down, and 
then Mr. Grove rushed up with a rifle. A 
big coolie aimed a blow at his bead with a pole 
and Mr. Grove shot him in the mou‘h, killing 
him instantaneously. ‘hen all the police, 
headed by Chief Lusp. Sulliv.n, rashed the 
stairs and gained an cut:ance to the room, upon 
which there was a general fight and the coolies, 
who apparently had had enongh but still did 
their best to keep back the policemou, were 
overpowered, and Mr. Evans was rescued, 
Some idea of the hot scuffle which took p!ace 
when the police got into the room can be | 
adduced from the fact that every coolie was 
afterwards found to be wounded, one man having | 
his head so badly injured that he was sent to 
hospital at once together with the coolia who 
was shot in tlhe back. The police used sword 
bayonets, rifle butts, batons aud sticks. Each 
policeman captured a coolie, took Lim ont {o the 
road, gave him a hammering, aad carted him off 
to the Central Police Statiou ; and in this way 
all the coolies in (he rsom were arrested. 

A visit to the scene by the Straits Times 
man, during the last stage of the fighting, 
showed the necessity for the prompt action of 
the police. Outside the house were huge crowds | 
of coolie Chinese, whose attitude was not parti- 
cularly reassuring and had to be kept back by 
armed police, ‘Lhe honso is of the usual type | 
of coolie emigrant depot, with narrow stui:s, | 
and two rooms on the first and second floors | 
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iu possession of the house. The coolia who was 
shot in the back was sent to hospit: 1 as expedi 
tion ly as possible, Mr. Geatle, the Corone 
was soon on the scene fo view tho bodies; anc 
shortly Drs. Leask and Fraser from the Genera 
Hospital arrived and examined the dead men 
T'be men at the Central Police Station were al 
badly damaged, one having a pasty gash fro 
a sword bayonet over his ribs, and all the other 
having broken heads, atid smashed noses au 
teeth. They were not able to walk, and late 
on were s nt to Hospital in batch-s. 

The two dead men, ona of whom was th 
ringleader, and whoze names were Eng Leean 
Goli Pow, are natives of the Lwee Chew Aatriet 
near Shanghai, which is understood to be .prd- 
ductive of a good many had characters. The 
proprietor of the depot is Low Teng Lye. The 
difficulty experienced by the police in getting 
into the roam is illustrated hy the fuct that at

GENERAL CHAFFEE’S REPORT 
ON THE PHILIPPINES.

Major-General Adna R. Chaffee's report on 
the Philippines, published at Washington last 
month, covers the compaign of General J. H. 
Smith iu Samar, refers to some friction that 
occurred between the civil and military authori- 
ties regarding Leyte, and discusses the actions 
of various officers and the work of the Army in 
the suppression of recent insurrections. General 
Chaffee warmly defends the officers, and assumes 
full responsibility for all that was done under 
official orders. He zays that the various Filipino 
bands were of little military importance, and in 
time can be handled by the insular constabulary. 
Speaking of the campaign in Samar, General 
Chaffee says that he finds nothing in the written 
instructions which ‘was not conferred. by the 
conditions th re fo be overcome.” General 
Chaffee says the formation of concentration 
canips was necessary {o suppress the insurrection 
in Che provinces of Batangas, Lagan ia, and Taye-.:

DR THOMSON ON MOSQUITOES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “DAILY PRESS.” 
Hongkong, 18th December. 

Srk,—The very inutsres‘ing anl instructive 
lectura of Dr. Thomson on mosquitoes and 
malarial faver must have given food for thought 
to & good mavy people in the Colony. My 
purpose in this lettor is to draw the attention of 
Dr. Thomson to that part of his lecture in 
which :eference is made of Culex fasciatus, and 
ths transmission of yellow fever. 

“ Facts relating to the propagation of the 
diseasa indicate that (he mosquito which serves 
as an intermediats host for tha yellow faver 
germ has a somewhat restricted geographical 
range and is to be found especially upon the sea- 
coast and the margins of rivers in the so- 
called ‘yellow fever zone.’ While occasional 
epidemics have occurred upon the south-west 
coast of the Iberian peninsula, the diseas®, as 
an epidemic, is uukuown elsewhere in Kurope, 
aud there s no evidence that it has ever invaded 
the great and populous continent of Asia In 
Africa it is limited to the wo:t coast. In North 
America, although it has occasionally prevailed 
ag an epidemic in every one of the seaport cities 
as far north as Boston, and in the Mississippi 
Valley as far north as St. Lonis, it has never 
established itself as au endemic disease within 
he limits of the United Stutes. Vera Craz, and 
probably other points on the Gulf coast of 
Mexico, are, however, at tha present time en- 
demic foci of the dissase, In South America it 
has prevailed as an epidemic at allof the sa 
ports on the Gu'f and Atlantic Coasts, as far 
scuth as Montevideo aud Buenos Ayres, and 
on the Pacific aloug the coast of Peru. The 
region in which the di-ease has the groutest 
and most frequent prevalunce is bounded by 
the shores of the Gulf of Mexico, and includes 
the West India islands. Within the past few 
years yellow fever has been carried to the West 
coast of North America, and has prev-il-d as 
an epidemic as far north as the Mexican port of 
Guaymas, on the Gu'f of California. It must 
n t be supposed that Culex fasciatus is only 
found where yellow fever prevails. The pro- 
pagation of the disease depends upon ths in- 
troduction of an infected individual to a locality 
where this mosquito is fouud at a season of the 
year when it is active. Owiug to the short 
period of incubation (five days or less), the brief 
duration of the disease aud expecially of the 
peiiod duriag which the infectious agent {zorm) 
is found in the blood, zt is evident that ships 
sailing from infected ports, upon which cases of 
yellow fever develope, wre not like'y to tutroduce 
the disease to distant seaports. The con'inuance 
of an epidemig ou shipboard, us on the land, 
must dcpend upon the presence of infected 
moggiitoes and on non-immune individuals, 
Uuder these conditions we can readily under- 
stand wity the disease should not be carried from 
the West Indies or from Sonth America to the 
Mediterrauean, to the east coast of Africa or to 
Asiatic seaport cities. On the other hand, if 
the disease could be transmitted by infected 
clothing, bedding, etc, there seems no goad 
reason why it sh:uld not have been carried to 
these dis‘ant localities long ago. The 
restriction as regards altitude, however, pro- 
bably depends upon the fact that the mosquito

Grist of Messrs. Wilkinson & Grist), appeared 
for the defendant. ; 

His Lordship, addressing Mr, Sharp, and 
referring to a previons endeavour to arrive ata 
seltlement of tho case, pointed out that if his 
client did not get above $1,000 damages the 
question would arise whether there would be 
ary costs at all, for the only matter for his 
Lordship to consider then would be whether 
the words of the Act referring to actions 
brought in Original Jurisdiction which 
might lave been tried in Summary Jurisdiction 
applied here. Supposing that the plaintiff - 
recovered S91), there was no earthly reason why 
the sut should not have been brought in Sum- 
mary J avait, aud the plaintiff would have 
to take the chance whether he got auy costs at 
all.

Hollingsworth, Assistant Water Authority, a 
sum of $1,000, being damages sustained by them 
by reason of the opening and keeping open by 
the defendants of a trench in th» road 
at the back of No. 1, Lower Albany in 
so negligent a manner as to allow a body of 
water to collect and percola‘e through the 
adjoining soil and caused the collapse of a por- 


Wit the plaintiff's retaining wall, Mr. H. 


W/Looker, solicitor, appeared for the plaintiff ; 
and Mr. F. B. L. Bowley, Crown Solicitor, for 
the defendants. 

The statement of claim showed that J. 
Coleman Hughes resides at Glenealy, Woking, 
Burrey. The other plaintifis are his wife and 
C. L. May, Corfe House, East Molesey, Surrey. 
Plaintiffs are the orners of No. 1 Lower 
Albany, Hongkong. At the back of this runs 
Robinson Road which is at a level of ahout 2.1 
feet higher than the ground on which the bouse 
s‘ands and is supported by a retaining-wall 
belonging to the plaintiffs. In March and 
April last the defendant W. Chatham as 
Water Authority opered a triangular-~haped 
trench in Robinson Road (which is Crown 
property) immediately behind the house 
mentioned, for the purpose of making repairs, 
etc., to certain water mains laid under the road. 
These operations were persoually superintended 
hy Mr Hollingsworth. This trench, which was 
particularly liable to become fillod with water 
if a storm oc*urred owing to its po ition, was 
negligently allowed Ly the defeud nfs to remain 
open fora far longer time than was required 
to carry out the repairs. It remained open 
into the rainy season and when this b:gan the 
trench became filled with watw which was 
allowed to remain there for several days, with 
the result that, having no outlet provided 
for it, it gradually percolated through the 
adjoining soil in the direction of tho re- 
taining wall and penetrated and weakened 
it, causing it to collapse on or about 12th June, 
1902, Plaintiffs alleged that the collaps3 was 
the result of the nogligence of the defendants 
for all or some of the following reasons :—(1) 
That the defendants or one of them negligently 
allowed the trench to remain open for a far 
longer time than was necessary to carry out the 
work in hand, and had the work proceeded with 
reasonable expedition it would bave been com- 
pleted and filled in before the rainy season set 
in, in which case the said wall would not hare 
collapsed. (2) That in the alternative, if it was 
necessary to keap the said trench open for so 
long a time, the defendants or one of them 
knowing the rainy season to be approaching 
should have taken measures to safeguard the 
said wall by shoring or by adopting some other 
method of preventing the effect of or the accu- 
mulation of water caused by a downpour of 
rain from getting at the said wall in such a way 
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as to weaken it and render it liable to collapae. 


By reasou of the negtizence of ths defendants 
as above alleged the plaintiffs had suffored 
damage {o the extent of 81,089, such damage 
being made up as follows :--Amonnt«f tender 
for rebuilding the wall, $990; fea to Messrs.

rtands. The said road was almost entirely cut 
out of the natural slope of (he hillside and was 
not at the time of the co'lapsa mentioned 
supported Ly any retaining wall. Defendants 
further said that the rear portion of the site 
upon which the honse stands was .originally 
eut out of the natural hillside and that the 
earth exposed by such cutting was at the 
time of the collapse protected by a face wall 
belonging to the plaintiffs composed of lime 
concrete of about 20 feet in height and 2 feet 
in thickness. Defendants furt'ier stated that 
in January last the defendant W. Chatham as 
Water Authority commenced to construct and 
lay in Garden Road cortain water-mains, etc., 
in connection with the water supply of the 
Colony ; that in the course of the construction 
of such works a trench was necessarily opened 
in Garden Road upon Crown land in January 
and was closed and fiiled on or about 21st May 
last after the works had been temporarily com- 
pleted ; that the said treich was re-npened on 
or about Uth June last, in order fiually to 
complete the works, which were compluted 
on or about I6th Juue, when the trench was 
finally closed, that these works were carried out 
in a proper and workmanlike manner withont 
any uunecessary delay under the personal super- 
intendence of tha defendant A. H. Hollings. 
worth. Defendants admitted that on or about 
12th June last a portion of plaintiffs’ wall 
collapsed, Lut stated that the collapse was occa- 
sioned by the inhere.t weakness and faulty 
construction of the wall aggravated by hoavy 
rainfall, wind, an! other natural canses, De- 
fendants denied that any neglect or default of 
theirs or either of them or of any contractor, 
overseer, or workman employed by them or 
either of them in or about the works mentioned 
in any way occasioned or contributed to tho 
collapse of the wall or occasioned any damago 
or loss to the plaintiff. 

Evidence was taken, after which, 

His Lordship held that there had been negli- 
genca on the part of the defendants, sud gave 
judgment for the plaintiffs, with costs, the 
question of damages to ba referred to tho 
Registrar. 

The Court adjourned.

A COWARDLY ROBBERY. 

Chu Yan was brodght up on an indictmaut 
which set forth that on 18th November near 
Shaukiwan he committed larceny from the 
person by stealing from a boat-woman a puir 
of jades‘one bangles. : 

Ha pleaded not guilty, 

The followiug jury was empanelled : —Mesars. 
R. H. B. Mitchell, F. L. Marques, J. Walker, 
H. E. Morris, J. M da 8. Rozario, D. Currie. 
and E. G. Barrett. 

The Attorney-General, Hou. Sir Henry S. 
Berkeley (instructed by Mr. F. B. L. Bowley, 
Crown Solicitor), conducted the prosecution. 
He stated in opening the case that on tha morn- 
ing of the day in question the prisoner engaged 
the complainant's boat and robbed her of the 
bangles. They were a‘terwards recovered. and 
prisoner in the charge-room at the Police 
Station admitied that he stole them, although 
he now pleaded not guilty.

The complainant, an old woman, was the first 
witness. he deposed that on the morning of 
18th November prisoner engaged her boat to go 
to the other side. On the way he ordered her 
to take off her bangles, threatening that if she

forced them off her wrists and rowed to Saiwan, 
where ha went asborg and made off.

Witness+No; [ neve. saw the man at all. 

Prisoner did not pursuo his interrogation of 
the witness further, but contented himself with 
quoting the procerb “ Prosperity makes friends, 
advorsity tries them.” ; 

Evidence was given by a witness who saw the 
stolen bangles in the pris ner’s possession and 
by a pawnbroker with whom he pawned them, 

Prisoner, when asked if be had anything to 
say in his defence, said he stole tho bangles 
from his mother in China. 

The jury unanimously found the prisoner 
guilty as libelled. 

His Lordship characterised the offence as a 
most cowardly thivg on the prisoner's part, 
and sentenced him to five years’ hard labour and 

‘to receive a flogging of 20 strokes with the 
| birch within the first week. 
ALLEGED BOAT ROBBERY. 

Kwok Shing was charged with having, 
together w.th cortain persons unknown, on the 
28th July, in the waters of the Colony at 
Causoway Bay, committed assault and robbery 
on board a cargo-boat lying there. 

Eo pleaded not. guilty. 

' The Attorney-General said that according to 
' the evidence it seemed that the prisoner in 
company with others boarded this cargo-boat at 
Causeway Bay during the typhoon. ‘l'hey shut 
up tho master in the cabin on deck and then 
went below and robbed the women who were on 
board. The stolen property consisted of 
jewellery and about thirteon dollars in money, 
The robbers got clear away and nothing wes 
heard about thom uatil tho month of November, 
when from information received the prisoner 
was arrested as being one of the gang. On 
bis arrest he mad certain statements, which 
wonld be offered in evi:lence, and which, if 
accepted by tho jury, amoun'ed to an admission 
by him of his participation in the attack upon 
the cargo-boat and the robbery that took place, 

In the course of the evidence that was given 
it was staled that the prisoner had boon several 
times remanded from the Magistracy to p ‘lice 
custody. Commenting upon this fact, 

His Lordship remarked that though he was 
not complaining in this case specially he desired 
the Attorney-General to inform the Magistrates 
that after a limit of at any rate eight days 
they should remand accused poisons to prison 
and rot to police custody. ~ ; 

The Attorney-General admitted that it was 
nt right, but stated that in this case the 
prisoner had decided to tu'n King's evidence, 
but when it came to the point to give evidence 
ho broke down. In prisoner's statement he 
stated that his share of the loot was $7.50. 

In reply to the interrogation of the foreman 
of the jury, it was stated that the charge was not 
made against the prisoner for some days after 
his arrest. The police r frained from charging 
him so that they might make other arrests and 
charge all the prisoners together. 

In conseqnence of a statement by the prisonor 
that he had beon illtreated by two Chinese 
constables to make him tell about the robbery, 
the forem:n of the jury said they desired the 
attendance of these cons ab'es in order that 
they might. be examined with reference to the 
prisoner's allegations. The case warfacco dingly 
adjourned until after luncheon. . 

When the Court resumed, one of th se 
ecustables was pul into the witness-box. The 
prisoner identified bio as the man who had 
beaten him?cruelly with a rattan while the 
other constable held a sword across his neck. 
Their purpose was to make him ccnfess about 
the robbery. 


\ 
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Witness denied that jhe beat the pris»ner or | 


that the other aonkabte put.a sword across his ; 
neck, but stated thit he asked him on the 3ist ! 
October about the robbery. The reason he | 
asked him about it was that alter being arrested 
the prisoner gave him the names of three men 
who took part in the robbery. When the 
prisoner was so interrogated ha was not beaten 
nor was a sword put across his neck. There 
was no truth in prisoner's statement that he had 
been subjected to such treatment. 

The case was further adjourned till to-day in 
order that the other Chinose constable who was 
alleged to havo abused the prisoner should b: 
examined. 

: His Lordship said that in connection with this 
caso he desired te point out what in his opinion 
was the duly uf the police. If a man was 
arrested he should ba taken before the Magis- 
trate with as litt'e delay as there might ba— 
not an unreasonable delay. He should be 
taken before the Magistrate, sav, next day: not 
much later than that. Then the Magistrate 
had power to remand him. But in this case it 
looked as if the prisoner was arrested on 28th 
October apd was not brought before the Magis- 
trate till Srd November, nor was he charged in 
the charg.-room till the 3:d. That left 4 man 
at the will of the police for five days before the 
matter was brought before tha Magistrate. 
In h’s Lordship's opinion a man ought not to 
be kept by the po.ice for five days before being 
brought before the Magistrate. There were 


.exceptional powers given {o the police in 


this Colony ; people could be arrested 
here wittout a warrant in cases where they 
could not be arrestel in England, and very 
rightly so, becuuse there were such facilities for 
Chinese of the criminal classes (o run away; by 
the time a warrant could be got out the offender 
had got over the boundary. Ordinance 14 of 
1845, section 16, gave power for the arrest of 
persons suspected cf having committed felony, 
misdemcanour or breach of the peace. Section 
.2l of the same Act-provided that a p rson 
so arrested should be delivered into the cus ody 
of the police at the nearest station-hous:, 
in order that he might be secured until he could 
be brought before the Magistrate. Tue object 
of taking him to the station-house was to secure 
that the arrested man should be brought before 
the Magistrate. Sometimes such a prisoner 
might be brought to the station after the 
Magistrate had completed his sitting and could 
not therefore be brought before him at once, 
but there was no reason why he should not be 
taken as soon as might be. No man should be 
kept five days before beiug takeu before the 
Magistrate. As regards the powers of the 
Magistrate, these were laid down very clearly 
in the Magistrates’ Ordinances. Section 71) 
gave power to the Magistrate to remand 
the accused for such time as he might iu 
his discretion deem reasonable, not exceeding 
eight clear days, to prison or some place of xe- 
curity. His Lordship was not at all sure that 
in Hongkong—it might be in the New Territory 
—a place of security meant the custody 
of the police. The Ordinance also made 
it lawful for the Magistrate to remand 
the accused for a time not exceeding 
three clear days, {0 the custody of the polica. 
In this case there were, he thought, three or 
four remands which were sometimes necesszry 
for the collection of evidences. The accused was 
brought up on the 3rd November and remanded 
till the 7th, then from the 7ta till the 12th, 
from the 12th to the 17th, from the 17th to the 
21st; then the case was goné fully intoon the 
25th. The Magistrate no doubt exercised his 
own discretion as to the time to which he should 
rema::d the accused. What his Lordship wished 
to say, however, was that when a man was 
arrested by the police without a warrant — hu 
presumed there was no warrant in this case ? 
Inspector Williamsou—No, your Lo. dship. 
His Lordship went on to say that then the 
duty of the police was to take ths accused 
erson so arrested to t'e polico station, 
in order, as the Act stated, that he 
might be secured until he ould be brought 
before the Magistrate to be dealt with 
according to law. His Lordship d:d not 
know any reason why the accused, being 
arrested on the 28th, should not be charged 
“before 3rd November—ce: tainly not mach later 
than the 3th. Im conclusion bis Lordship 
asked Mr. A. Mackie, Chief Inspector of 
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Police, as representing the Captain Super- 
intendent, to note the remarks |u had made. 
Hi; Lordship thought the jary were qnite right 
in wanting to sift this matter, and te would 
agsiat them as far as he coald in getting to the 
bo:tom of it.

On the way home 
he was set upon by two men, who thrust ashes 
into his mouth and robbed him of his money. 
Prisoner -vas alleged to have been one of the 
robbers. 

The jury, after retiring to consider their 
verdict, found the prisoner not guilty by five 
to two. 

Prisoner was accordingly disch wged. 

The Court adjourned. 


ENQUIRIES INTO COLLAPSES OF 
BUILDINGS.

PRAYA EAST. 

On Monday afternoon, tefore Mr. F. A. Haze- 
land and a common jary, the official enquiry was 
resumed into the circumstances attending the 
fatal collapse at 45, Praya East, on 2nd Angust 
last, resulting in the death of thirteen Chincse. 
Mr. F. B. L. Bowley, Crown Solicitor, appeared 
on behalf of the Government, Mr. H. W. Looker 


of the urchitects, Messrs. Leigh and Orange,. 


avd Mr. C. D. Wilkinson of the co ntractor, 
Mau Wo. Mr. A. 8. Hooper watched the case 
on behalf of the owners, the Land Investmeut 
Company, of which he is secretary. 

The jurymen were — Edwar‘o 
Albrezht Wilhelm Schellhoss, and 
Foyan. 

Frederick George Figg, Acting Director of 
the Observatory, examined by Mr. Bowley. said 
that on the day of the collapse there was a 
typhoon in the vicinity of the Colony. The 
highest recorded velocity of the wind was 
registered. between 10,15 and 10.45 p.m., and 
was $7 miles an hour; about ten o'c'ock tho 
wind b'ew in typhoon gusts, 

Examined by Mr. Tuooker—Witness should 
say it was probable that some momentary gusts 
had a velo ity of 1(0 miles an honr. 

Robert Kenaaway Leigh, examined by Mr. 
Bowley, said th.t after his roturn from home 
on 16th March, 1900, he assumed charge of the 
building of the houses on Marine Lot 117 and 
Inland Lot 431, and- was in charge of it until 
itsc:mpletion. The deviation from the original 
plan he did not report to the Public Works 
Department, because he did not require the 
pormi-sion of the Department to so deviate, 
the alteration having been rendered neces- 
sary by a new Sanitary Ordinance. Under 
that Ordinance the provision of a back- 

ard was requirel, and although it would 
baie been pussible to construct a backyard 
aud at the same time build the s de wall as 
origiovally planned, the measures adopted woro 
more sanitary. Another requirement of {he same 
Ordiuance was the providing of windows in the 
back wall, which accordiugly were constructed. 
As built the houses were stronger than as 
originally designed, because there was less con- 
tinuous area exposed to any force from wind 
an rain. Witness recommended the appoint- 
mant of Maher, the overseer, who he believed, 
had had pravious experience in the building 
of Chinesa houses. Witness himself visited 
the houses twice a week, and inspected the 
different matarials, bat he was not ture if he 
found fault with the quality of the bricks and 
mertar luring their erection, parts of the 
houses were blown down by typhoons—once in 
September, 1909, and once in November, 190) ;

Examined by Mr. Looker, witnesss id ho hed 
previously pl :nned walls of dimensions simi'ar to 
those of the wall that collapsed, and he had never 
knowa of any of them collapsing. Tbe con- 
tractor Man Wo, who was engaged by witness's 
firm on behalf of the owners, the Land Invest- 
ment Company, did his work, generally speaking, 
satisfactorily, as Chinese contractors wnt. 

R. K. Leigh, also of the firm of Messrs. Leigh 
& Orange, was afterwards examined by Mr. 
Looker, and said that the houses of which No. 
45, Praya Kast formed ono woro better built 
than the majority of Chiueso houses in the 
Colony. 

Examined by Mr. Wilkinson, witness said the 
contracto-, Man Wo, had been einp'oyed by him 
on various occasivns, and had always given 
satisfaction with his work. Witnees examined 
the materials used in connection with the houses, 
and his opinion of them was that they were good. 
Following E, M Hazeland, civil enzinear, 
who was examined as to his knowledge of the 
plans of the houses when he was in the Publio 
Works Department, and who stated that 
he had no recollection of their pessing 
throagh his hands, Auqu reo Meher, the 
overseer, was placed in the witness b:x He 
related his exparisnce as an oversonr of building. 
work and the occupations ho had previously - 
filled, and said he was now the proprie'or of a 
hairdresser’s shop iu Pottinger Street. He 
knew what mortar wis mado of—one cf oath 
and two of lime—(langhter) —-but was not aware 
of the number of bricks iu a 22-ino’: wall. The 
br cklaye-s sometimes laid-bricks without soak. 
ing thom, and he complained about it. 

By Mr. Wilkinsoh— Witness complained to — 
the head bricklayer, who had the matter put 
right. 

Hy & juryman—He did not p- rsonally attend 
to his hair-dressing bnsinesa, lowing that to 
his employees. ae - 

Man Wo, the contractcr, was next examined, 
He said he had bren o oontractor for 25 
years, and that he balt th» houses _io 
Wanohsi ia ac:ordano> with the plan. 
He himself selected the brickx fur the 
houses, which were built of the Num Kong 
brick and the Ming Keo brick; these br'cks 
weregslightly different in siz, The morlar

the supervising of the work, witusss leoked 
over it eve yday. The water for thes turating 
uf the bricks was stored in a pond, and was 
carried by the bricklayers. 
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By Mr. Wilkineon—Witnoss did nov re- 
member a single instances, whi'st the brick-work 
on the houses was proceeding, when the water 
supply had been cnt off. He had never hed any 
reason to believe that the work was not properly 
done; everything was carrie l out satisfactorily 
—of that he was positive. 

Hagh: Pollock Tooker, executive cugiueer, 
Public Works Dapartmont, said thera waz 
nothing in the Department that would show 
where the original plans had heen deviated fram 
in the present caso. Supposing there hadbee any 
deviation, it would bo the duty of Mr. Crisp, ; 
the inspector of buildings, to report it Mr. 
Crisp did not report any such deviation. 
Witness said he visited the scane of the collaps: 
on the day Iollowiog tho accident, and from an 
examination of {ha materials used formed tho 
opinion that the brickwork was fairly guod. In 
his opinion the immoadiate canso of the collapse 
was the wind and rain; the wind had probahly 
found a weak spot in the wall that was not visible 
after the collapse. The effect of the deviation 
from the plan was to expose to the elements a 
part of what was origiually intended to ba an | 
internal wall, but he did not think that that had 
any ma‘erial influonce in affecting the stability 
of the wall, though it might havo tend a towards 
the collapse. 

“By Mr Wilkinson—A window left open on the 
unoccupied top floor, through which the wind 
eutered the house, would be a sufficient explaua- 
tion of the collapse. Excepting the bad 
bonding at the junction of the cross wall with 
the back wall, witness observed nothing that 
pointed toa weak spot ia tha wall, He knew 
of instances in the Colony where other strongly- 
built houses had bon destroyed by the wind 
getting inside, 

The enquiry was adjourned until * onday at 
2.15 p.m.
